Improvement of Lands (Ireland) Act, 1863, and the 
Acts amending the same, relating to the Ballycolliton 
Drainage District, in the County of Tipperary, and the 
Killard River Drainage District, in the County of Cork. 

TTTHEREAS the Commissioners of Public Works in Ireland 

have, in pursuance of the Drainage and Improvement of 26 & 27 Vict. 
Lands Act (Ireland), 1868, and the Acts amending tlie same, duly c- 88 ‘ 
made the Provisional Orders contained in the first and second 
5 parts of the schedule to this Act annexed, and it is by the first- 
mentioned Act provided that no such Order shall he of any validity Section 6, 
whatever until confirmed by Parliament, and it is expedient that i>art 7 * 
said Orders should be so confirmed : 

Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty,
